3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose a rearing device, an emigration device between the rearing device and 
the seabed, an elongated conduit extending through the rearing device to the 
emigration device, a first cut out in the conduit allowing for migration of Crustacea 
inward from the rearing device, a second cut out in the emigration device allowing 
migration of Crustacea from the conduit onto the seabed, wherein the first and second 
cut outs are large enough to permit migration of post-larval Crustacea.
